Leonard Crowe, Water Resources Pl anni ng Manager, advised that the New Year's 1997 fl ood danaged nunmerous private properties within
the Truckee River watershed; and that Federal assistance is available fromthe USDA Natural Resources Conservation Service for
addressing erosion problens on private |ands. He reviewed the program and cited exanpl es of areas where the funds could be used
advising that, if submission of the application to USDA is approved, staff would bring a programto the Board that includes the
various projects and cost-sharing agreements; and that since the projects are on private property, staff will be working closely
with the property owner and, if possible, will be asking the property owner for their cost-sharing in the project.

M. Crowe then conducted a slide presentation of private |ands in the Steanboat Creek Watershed, being the area where nobst of the
damage by the New Year's 1997 Flood occurred. He then responded to questions of the Board.

Ri chard Newton, Cross Creek property owner, advised that a nunber of property owners were present. He stated that the snowpack is
runni ng between 90% and 200% of normal and fl oodi ng coul d happen again very quickly; and that he is concerned about how soon the
restoration of sone of the erosion problens around their hones could be addressed. M. Crowe responded that the County has 60 days
to come up with a solution to the problens and 220 days to i nplenent restoration; and that every effort will be nmade to nove the
process as quickly as possible. M. Newton requested that the tinme |ines be conpressed as nmuch as possible for some of the nore
urgent issues where people's houses are at stake.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Comr ssioner Shaw, seconded by Comm ssioner Muliot, which notion duly carri ed,

Chai rman Sins ordered that the Water Resources Pl anning Manager be authorized to make application to the USDA Natural Resources
Conservation Service for assistance in controlling erosion on private | ands danaged by the New Year's 1997 Fl ood; and that staff
be directed to return to the Board of County Comr ssioners with any Federal /Washoe County cost-sharing agreenents for funding
consi derati on.

Steve Wal ker, Water Managenent Pl anner, Departnment of WAater Resources, provided background information relative to the Draft
Conpr ehensi ve Regi onal Water Managenent Pl an. He reviewed four issues that were raised during the public hearing process as
outlined in the staff report dated January 9, 1997 and advised that they are specific to action itens. He noted that issues that
were not in the plan or were recognized for future additions to the plan were not included in the staff report. M. Wl ker then
responded to questions of the Board.

Chai rman Sins opened the public hearing and called on those wi shing to speak

Janet Carson, Sierra Pacific Power Conpany (SPPCO), responded to questions of the Board relative to | andscaping issues and the



recommendati ons regarding "no turf on new conmercial construction, limted turf on nmulti-famly dwellings to 25% of tota

| andscapi ng, and no turf on sl opes exceeding 10% sl ope." She advised that the basic source for these reconmendati ons was from
published literature from other areas that appeared to have | ocal application; that the nethod of cal cul ation requires that
sonmet hi ng be assunmed to generate any nunbers for an exercise like this; and that different percentage nunbers nay be determined to
be optimal. Upon inquiry of Comnr ssioner Galloway, Ms. Carson advised that the | andscapi ng recomendati on basically concentrated
on wat er savings.

James Ludwi g, Western States Conpanies, provided a display aerial photograph depicting the Steanboat 5 M|l e Reservoir Project
relative to their request that the Project be included in the plan. He reviewed the Project and its benefits to the plan.

M chael King, Nevada Landscape Association, requested that the | andscaping issues, as outlined in the staff report, be sent back
to the Regional Water Pl anning Conmmi ssion (RAPC) for negotiation. He placed on file with the Clerk a video tape and witten
testimony that was presented at the RAPC neeting of January 8, 1997 and stated that at that time expert testinony was given
relative to the environnental benefits of turf; that turf does not have to be the water user that is; and that professiona

desi gn, proper installation, and skilled water nanagenent can produce a | andscape which will save nore water than a ban on turf.
He stated that enforcenment of the existing |andscape ordi nances would go far towards sol ving water consunption problenms. M. King
commended the RWPC and stated that, with the exception of the | andscaping issues, they feel the plan has a great deal of nerit;
and that they are willing to work with the RAPC to negotiate a conprom se on | andscape matters. M. King then responded to
gquestions of the Board.

Deborah Schoenberg, President, Schoenberg Design Associ ates, representing Sierra Nevada Landscape Architects; Tom Stille,
Landscape Architect; Paul Flint, President, Lawns, Etc. and Past President, Nevada Landscape Association; and Eric Gipp,
Landscape Architect, Pyram d Engi neers, discussed issues relative to | andscaping.

Bill Isaeff, Regional Water Planning Commi ssion, and Deputy City Manager, City of Sparks, stated that he is appearing before the
Board as a citizen of Washoe County interested in the Regional Water Plan. He stated that only 75 days renmain until the March 31,
1997 deadl i ne when the Regional Water Plan nust be submitted to the Nevada Legislature; that the statute provides a review
procedure that allows 40 days for the RWC to review the plan if it is sent back to themtonight, and provides the Cities of Reno
and Sparks with 60 days to review the plan after the County Comr ssion takes action on it; and that to send this back to the RWC
woul d not provide adequate tine for the Cities to review the docunent. He urged that the Board adopt the plan tonight and send the
proposed changes back to the RWPC to go through the anendnent process set forth in the statutes. M. Isaeff further stated that he
| ooks forward to revisiting all the issues set forth, but in a tine frame that does not stop the process from noving towards the
eventual approval of the plan by all required entities within the tine frane established by the Legislature.

Legal Counsel Shiprman reviewed the Board's options and the amendment process relative to the plan. She agreed that the timing is
critical, but expressed concern that there should be consensus by all entities when the plan is presented to the Legislature. The
Board di scussed issues relative to presenting a plan to the Cities that contains unresolved issues versus presenting a plan that
addresses those outstanding issues.

Mary Henderson, Public Affairs Director and Legi sl ative Lobbyist, comented that the March 31st deadline is critical; that Wshoe
County has many issues surrounding water in addition to this plan and nuch of the way the County is going to be viewed will be
deternm ned by whether or not the deadline is net; that the Legislature has been aware fromthe begi nning that the plan would not
be conpl ete because of the short tinme frame for developing this first process; and that it would be inportant that the conmunity
and el ected officials agree on what is submitted to the Legislature.

Bob Firth, Chairman, Water Pl anni ng Conmi ssion, advised that the Conm ssion understood fromthe beginning of the process that they
woul d not be able to cover every issue regarding water, wastewater, and flood control in the community and the Legi sl ature nust
have understood this because they provided for an anendnent process once the plan was approved. He further stated that the plan
cont ai ns recommendations only and the four issues presented tonight are nminor itenms involving very small quantities of water that
can be addressed easily; and that the rest of the plan should not becone lost in these four mnor issues.



M ke Bushel man, Water Pl anni ng Conm ssion, stated that they knew full well that the Plan woul d need to be anended and they are
nore than willing to take the tine and effort to address any anmendnents brought before them and put forth a plan that is going to
be accepted by all three governmental entities.

Jane Countryman, WAashoe Vall ey resident and nmenber of the West Washoe Valley Citizens Advisory Board, expressed concern with
references and reconmendati ons contained in the plan regardi ng Washoe Val |l ey water issues.

M. Wl ker advi sed that Washoe Vall ey was di scussed only as background on water resource issues for the region and no action plan
for that area is contained in the plan. He referred to Chapter 8 that states that Washoe Valley was a topic that would not be
addressed at this tine but would need to be addressed at sone point in the future. Upon inquiry of Chairman Sims, M. Wl ker
advised that there is nothing in the plan that, once approved, woul d begin discussions about any action plans for Washoe Vall ey.

Deborah Sheltra, West Washoe Vall ey resident and nmenber of the West WAshoe Association, referred to several references in the plan
relative to Washoe Valley and stated that she is not confident that the area will not be severely affected if the current plan is
adopted. She then discussed various matters of concern relative to water issues in Washoe Valley. Chairman Sins stated that Washoe
Valley is a major issue and he would not be confortable if the plan included various actions for that area, but that the plan
specifically states that Washoe Valley is not a topic to be addressed. Ms. Sheltra expressed concern that future Boards may not
interpret the plan the same way this Board does and requested that, if the plan is adopted, specific | anguage be added to nake it
very clear that it was not dealing with specific solutions to Washoe Val |l ey scenari os.

Tom Gregory, Water & Land Use Pl anning Consultant, Loyalton, California, submitted naterial and referred to his previous conments
on the Regional Water Managenent Plan submitted to the Board, the RAPC, the Cities of Reno and Sparks, the Regional Planning
Conmmi ssi on, and the Truckee River Advisory Board regarding a win/wi n partnership between the Truckee Meadows community and the
forest community with regard to watershed managenent. He di scussed two budget requests that would result in an increased cost of
approximately $6 in annual service charges that would inplenent a conprehensive watershed restorati on programon the upper

wat ershed on the California side and bring the Regional Plan into conpliance with the California Environnental Quality Act (CEQA).
M. Gregory stated that the upper watershed econony is inexplicably connected to the people who benefit fromthat water
downstream and if catastrophic fire is not managed, nore erosion and deep flood flows will result.

M. Wl ker stated that the watershed nmanagenent issues presented by M. Gregory were not specific actions to the plan and were set
aside as a future addition item and that the California Division of Water Resources Board and the TROA Conmittee have advi sed
that there is no CEQA process required for this Plan

Jim Scott, Cold Springs Valley resident, expressed concerns that water and growh issues in Cold Springs Valley have not been
addressed in the plan. M. Wil ker stated that the RWPC recogni zes that the North Valleys is a key area in the water plan and a

wat er supply analysis for that area will be conducted, but it was determ ned that the adopted | and use plan should be accepted for
Cold Springs until verification could be made relative to perennial yield, groundwater |evels, and water quality issues.

John McQuay, Water Pl anning Conmm ssion, stated that they recognize that there are areas of the plan that are not as thick as they
need to be and other areas that have not been as thoroughly addressed as they need to be; that this is a reconmendi ng docunent
designed to provide consensus points in terns of objectives; and that statute provides for revisions to the Plan, the schedule for
whi ch, once adopted, is set by the Board of County Comn ssioners.

Chai rman Sins cl osed the public hearing.
The Board di scussed the various options and issues brought forth.
Chairman Sins stated that he would rather see the outstanding issues resolved and woul d recommend sendi ng the plan back to the

RWPC for review and resol ution by the January 28, 1997 neeting, noting that this schedule would give the Cities a full month for
revi ew



Commi ssi oner Gal |l oway agreed and comented that if the outstanding issues in the plan are not addressed at this tine, he feels
probl ems woul d be created down the line that the County would not be in a position to address.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, the follow ng actions were taken relative to the four issues presented by staff relating to the
Draft Conprehensi ve Regi onal Water Managenent Pl an:

1. Renoval of the Thomas Creek/Whites Creek Flood Detention/ G oundwater Recharge Project fromthe Plan

Upon recomendation of staff, on notion by Comn ssioner Gall oway, seconded by Conmi ssioner Muliot, which notion duly carri ed,
Chai rman Sins ordered that the Thomas Creek/Whites Creek Flood Detention Groundwater Recharge Project be renmoved fromthe plan

2. Request by the Landscape Association to renove the recomended | andscape ordi nances detailed in Chapter 7 - Conservation Plan

On notion by Conmm ssioner Galloway, seconded by Chairnman Sins, which notion duly carried, with Conm ssioner Shaw voting "no," it
was ordered that this issue be referred back to the Regional Water Planning Commi ssion and changes be negotiated relative to the
current provisions of "...no turf on new comrercial construction, limted turf on nulti-famly dwellings, and turf restrictions on
slopes...;" that consensus with the interested parties relative to these issues be reached with said changes to be presented to
the Board at its neeting of January 28, 1997; and that, in the event consensus is not reached, the follow ng changes be nmade: the
restriction on turf for new comercial dwellings be elimnated, the allowable turf be raised to 50% of total |andscaping on
multi-famly dwellings, and the slope allowable for turf be increased to 20%

Commi ssi oner Shaw stated that he believes the Board should not give direction relative to changes shoul d consensus not be reached,
as that direction could be provided at the January 28, 1997 neeting if needed.

3. Inclusion of the Steanboat 5 MIle Reservoir Project into the River Reliability Section of the Plan

On notion by Conmm ssioner Shaw, seconded by Conmi ssioner Mouliot, which notion duly carried, Chairman Sinms ordered that this issue
be referred back to the Regional Water Pl anning Comm ssion for further discussion to deternmine if they agree with staff's
recommendation to recognize this project as an option in the river reliability section of the Plan; that the Board supports

i ncorporation of the project into the Plan and should the Regional Water Pl anning Conmi ssion disagree, it is to provide good
reasons for their deternmination; and that this information is to be presented to the Board at the January 28, 1997 neeti ng.

4. Accel eration, through increased hook-up fees in the STMA D service area, of planning and construction of a surface water
treatment facility, 6 to 8 years before the facility need is recognized in the plan.

Conmmi ssi oner Sins questioned whether the RAPC has any authority in setting water policy within the STMA D service area. Lega
Counsel Shipman advised that it is not the role of the RWC to approve or disapprove how a particular project is financed; that
technically there is no authority at the present time for the RWC to either determ ne conformance or non-conformance, but this
Board, as the Board of Trustees for STMA D, specifically directed the RAWC to cone back with comrents as part of the rate study
hearings on this project; and that she questions whether this issue is appropriate to be addressed as part of the plan because it
is too specific. M. Wil ker discussed the apparent areas of inconsistency between the plan and the STMA D water rate study, being
the source of primary water supply for the South Truckee Meadows and the timng for construction of the treatnment facility.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Comr ssioner Shaw, seconded by Conm ssioner Muliot, which notion duly carri ed,
Chairman Sins ordered that this itembe referred back to the RAPC for discussion and determ nation as to whether this issue is
appropriate to be addressed as part of the Regional Water Plan; that the RWPC provide comments as to whether this natter does or
does not conformw th the Plan, which information is to be presented to the Board on January 28, 1997; and that if it is
deternmined that it is not appropriate to address this issue as part of the planning docunment, the RAPC is to conme back to the
Board separately with a recomrendati on pursuant to the Board's previous request relative to the STMA D water rate study.

Conmmi ssi oner Gall oway commented that sonmething | ess specific as to percentage would provide flexibility and woul d not inply
sonmething this rigid for every single property; and that a change to | ess specific | anguage would elim nate the situation of
havi ng ordi nances that are in conflict with the plan.

Conmmi ssi oner Gall oway noved that, relative to the restriction regarding grading for new lots contained in Table 7-2, |less specific
| anguage, such as "significant" be used to replace the term"50% " The notion died for |lack of a second.
